New Type of Airplane 


Invention of French Postman Operat- 
| ed by Compressed Air Motor 

| A French postman named Ernest 
Dole, of Lespilles, a little town near

Born in Glasglow in 1815, he mi- 
grated with his family in 1820 to up- 
per Canada, where they settled al 
Kingston. Hie was educated at thi 
Royal Grammar School, which he lef 
at the age of fifteen to enter a law of 
fice; and was called to the bar at th 
age of twenty-one, After eight year 
of practice, he was elected to the Les 
islative Assembly of Canada in 184 
and continued to represent Kingsto’ 
in parliaemnt until his death in 1891 
His first term of office was in 1847-: 
as Receiver-General in the Draper ad 
ministration. By 1857 he had be 
come Prime Minister in the Macdon- 
ald-Cartier ministry. On the defeat o 
the Tache-Macdonald administratio 
in 1864, he was a prime mover in the 
formation of the “reat Coalition’ de- 
signed to carry through the plans fo 
Confederation; and after the resign- 
ation of Geo, Brown in 1865, Mac- 
donald was the chief figure in the 
discussions and bringing into force o1 
the British North America Act 
Therefore, at the inauguration of thi: 
Dominion in 1867, he was selected tc 
be the first premier; and by force o! 
his genius he held the position, wit) 
the exception of Mackenzie’s _ fivc 
years of office, until his death, 

While his opportunism and his con- 
vivality have been held against him 
impartial historians agree that Can. 
ada could not have been happier in her 
first premier, since Sir John A, Mac- 
donald combined the wise vision, that 
knew how to build well for the future 
with a strong hand, that held discord.
